Neither the British, the 
Americon, nor tho German treatics with 
Koren contain any provision for the propa- 
gation of Christianity or the protection of 
missionarios. or their converts. If the 
missionaries can get the.permission of the 
Karean Government to teach their doctrines 
woll and good; if not, thoy must either 
enguge in the work at their own peril with 
the crown of martyrdom aa their possiblo 
reward or allow tho natives to contiaud in 
the practice of Buddbiat ritos.and coramonies, 
The British Govoroment is therefore unlike- 
ly to prose the Chinese Government on"the 
subject of the protection of native converts. 
“Ifa missionary were to be robbed, ‘wounded, 
orkilled, tbe matter would doubtless ‘be in- 
vestigated and compensation obtained, but 
wa fear that all the protection their native 
followers, will get will ba such as -their 
pastora yan securo by thoir individual
